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School Board 
OKs 1.75 mills 
for six years

The Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education voted unanimously at Monday’s 
meeting to ask voters to approve 1.75 mills 
for six years on the Nov. 8 ballot to replace 
the sinking fund that has expired. 

This is expected to bring $3,378,578 in 
2023 if approved by voters and levied. 

The sinking fund that expired was for 
0.5 mill that had been approved for seven 
years. The Headlee Amendment had 
reduced that to 0.4870 mill. 

The ballot wording approved says the 
sinking fund can be used for purchase of 
real estate for sites for, and the construction 
or repair of, school buildings, for school 
security improvements, for the acquisition 
or upgrading of technology, and other 
purposes authorized by law. 

In other business at Monday’s one-hour- 
and-48-minute meeting, the board: 

e Recognized spring athletes in track and 
field and girls’ soccer. Also recognized 
nine retirees, with some not present; 

e Approved retirements and resignations 
for: Michelle Komaromi, a teacher at 
Savage, after 19 years of service, retiring 
June 10; Tania Bos, a teacher at Tyler, 
retiring after 35 years as of June 13; 
William Cline, a teacher at Belleville High 
School, retiring after 19 years as of June 
10; Quran Jackson, a teacher at Owen, 
resigning after five years, as of June 30; 
and Renee Taylor, a teacher at the Early 
Childhood Center, resigning after less than 
a year of service on June 10; 

e Approved the retirements of non- 
instructional staff: Dawn Stamper, 
paraprofessional for 26 years at ECC, as of 
June 30; Ethel Franklin, paraprofessional 
at ECC for five years, as of June 10; Nancy 
Parks, lunch supervisor at Rawsonville

Late last week a crew hired by Wayne County started demolishing the 76-year-old Huron River Market next to the Belleville Police 
Department. The city bought Huron River Market at 25 E. Huron River Dr. for $16,221.60 and the vacant lot at the corner of N. Liberty 
Street at 51 E. Huron River Dr. for back taxes in August 2018. At the time city officials said when the proposed Kroger development was 
being planned for downtown Belleville, a Kroger representative said the old city hall was sitting on the most valuable property in town. 
Tom Fielder, who was then a councilman, had been talking for years about how valuable the Five Points corner is and how it should be 
sold to a developer and the city offices moved to another location. According to the city website the building at 25 E. Huron River Dr. 
held a building constructed in 1946. It was 6,415 square feet in size on 0.192 acres. In 2018 it had an assessed value of $122,500 and a 
taxable value of $103,316 and was owned by Dan Isbanie of Wixom. 


VBT Planners extend approvals for Mobil station

On May 12, 2021, the Van Buren 
Township Planning Commission approved 
the preliminary site plan and special land 
use for the redevelopment of the Mobil gas 
station at the corner of Haggerty Road and 

the I-94 North Service Drive. 
Those approvals were good for one year. 
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At its June 8 meeting, the commission 
unanimously voted to grant a one-year 
extension on the approvals. 

“Unfortunately for reasons beyond our 
control, we have experienced a delay in 
submitting the required information to 
move our project forward,” wrote Kassem 
Allie, general manager of Safiedine Oil 
Company, in a letter to the township, 
on behalf of owner IS Real Estate LLC / 
Belleville Oil Company. 

The plan approved involved demolishing 
buildings at the existing gas station site 
and constructing a new convenience store 
with retail and food service, including 


a drive-thru lane and one drive-thru 
window, gasoline pumps, and related site 
improvements. 

“The pandemic and the severe backup 
of work it caused made it difficult for 
our surveyors, architects and engineers 
to catch up. In fact one of the companies 
we contracted had the principal engineer 
working on our project succumb to 
COVID. We have also experienced some 
delay because of the backup of work at the 
county level.” 

Allie wrote that their intent is to move 
quickly to complete all the work necessary

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Court Watching: 
Beach bound over on 


charges he drove off in 
pizza delivery truck

Devin Michael Beach, 25, of Sumpter 
Township was bound over to circuit court 
by 34" District Court Chief Judge Brian 
A. Oakley on May 11 following a live 
preliminary exam. 

He was arraigned on May 25 at the Frank 
Murphy Hall of Justice in Detroit and his 
final conference set for July 13 before 
Judge Noah Hood. 

Beach was charged with unlawful driving 
away of an auto, receiving and concealing 
stolen property ($1,000 to $20,000), two 
larceny charges ($200 to $1,000 each), one 
assault and battery, one domestic violence, 
and one reckless driving on Feb. 15 in 
Sumpter Township. A warrant had been 
entered into LEIN for his arrest and he was 
brought to the district court from the Wayne 
County Jail. 

The first witness in the preliminary exam 
was the mother of two of his children, who 
said she and Beach have had an on-and- 
off relationship for two years. She said on 
Feb. 15 she was delivering pizza for Red 
Rooster restaurant at the corner of Willis 
and Rawsonville Road. She said at about 7 
p.m. she was called to deliver to a home on 
Bemis Road, Sumpter Township. The home 
had a long driveway to an old farmhouse 
and the customer was waiting at the Bemis 
end of the driveway and said he needed gas. 

She testified she had two gallons of gas 
in the back of the truck she was driving and 
went to get it. She said it was her mother’s 
2007 Chevy Silverado with four doors. 
She said while she was in back, somebody 
jumped in the driver’s seat and drove off. 
It was Beach. She said she had jumped in 
the bed of the truck and was hanging on as 
he drove. 

She began crying as she described how 
he “flicked me off” as she called for him to 
stop. She said she loves him. She testified 
he drove to a cemetery and parked. She said 
she got in the truck and tried to get the keys 
out of the ignition and he took off on foot 
with her two phones. 

Sumpter Police Det./Lt. 
testified briefly. 

Defense attorney James O’ Donnell said the 
second charge should be dropped because 
he was not receiving a stolen vehicle. He 
knew who it belonged to and he had driven 
it before. Judge Oakley said he liked that 
argument and dismissed count 2 but bound 
him over on the other six charges. 

Prosecutor Sona Movsisyan pointed out 
he had several pending cases. 

Beach did not appear for his Feb. 2 
remote pretrial before Judge Martin on a

Michigan State Police charge of operating 
with a blood alcohol content of .17 or more 
and operating while intoxicated on June 
28, 2020. The prosecutor pointed out this 
was sixth or seventh time Beach failed to 
appear on a charge in his several cases. 
Judge Martin signed a bench warrant for 
his arrest. He had been free on $1,000 
personal bond. 

On April 21, he was in custody and 
Magistrate Al Hindman presided at the 
bench warrant video arraignment on the 
Feb. 15, 2022 and June 28, 2020 charges. 
Bond was set at $5,000/10% on each case 
and the probable cause conference set for 
May 4. 

On May 4, the live preliminary exam was 
set for May 11 on the Feb. 15 incident on 
Bemis Road. A second new felony file that 
occurred on Aug. 14, 2021 had its probable 
cause conference also on May 11. He was 
charged with fleeing police in a vehicle and 
driving while license suspended. On May 
11 his live exam for that was set for June 
15. 

In the misdemeanor file, he pled guilty 
to operating while intoxicated on June 
28, 2020 in Van Buren Township and the 
second charge was dismissed. Judge Oakley 
said the probation department had to do a 
substance abuse screening before he could 
sentence him, so he was to have Beach 
brought early from the Wayne County Jail 
on May 11 before his other cases so he 
could tend to that. Beach was sentenced to 
time-served for that since he had been in 
jail about a month at that point. 

Lionel Lamont Vincent 

Lionel Lamont Vincent, 48, of Pontiac 
was before Judge Green on May 18 via 
zoom from the Michigan Reformatory in 
Ionia, where he is on parole hold, for his 
probable cause conference on two charges 
of murder in Van Buren Township on July 
25, 2021. His live exam was set for June 15 
and he is to be brought from Ionia by the 
Michigan Department of Corrections. 

Ariyah Kela Bennett 

Ariyah Kela Bennett, 26, of Ypsilanti is 
facing six charges after her arrest following 
a melee on April 26 at the Shell gas station 
at the corner of Belleville Road and the 
South I-94 Service Drive in Van Buren 
Township. 

On May 11, 34" District Court Judge 
Brian A. Oakley adjourned her probable 
cause conference until June 1 because 
her appointed attorney James Parker of 
Neighborhood Defender Service said he 
needed the videos being used as evidence. 

On June 1, her live preliminary exam was 
set for 11:30 a.m. on July 20. 

She is free on $10,000 personal 
recognizance bond and was warned to 
have no contact with those involved in the 
incident. 

The charges are: malicious destruction of 
personal property from $1,000 to $20,000; 
two counts of assault with a dangerous 


weapon (felonious assault); malicious 
destruction of personal property, from $200 
to $1,000; reckless driving; and assault or 
assault and battery. 

The surveillance video of the incident 
is being shown on YouTube. Two females 
reportedly were meeting to trade clothing 
when a wild altercation erupted and the 
defendant crashed her car, which carried 
an infant in the back seat, into a person, 
several cars and gas station property before 
grabbing a baseball bat and breaking out a 
back window of a car. 

Dustin Lee Bolander 

Dustin Lee Bolander, 25, of Van Buren 
Township was scheduled on Sept. 29 for his 
probable cause conference from the Wayne 
County Jail. He is charged with aggravated 
stalking and domestic violence on Oct. 18, 
2020 in Van Buren Township. Personal 
bond was set at $10,000. He was allowed 
to resume the tether order from 33" District 
Court. 

Bolander was in the Wayne County Jail 
because of charges at 33" District Court of 
assault to do great bodily harm less than 
murder on April 2, the third such charge in 
that court’s venue. 

His live preliminary exam at 34" District 
Court was set for Dec. 22 at which time 
he waived the exam and was bound over 
to circuit court for a Dec. 29 arraignment 
on the information. That was reset to Jan. 
13 and then reset by the court to Jan. 27. 
A calendar conference was set for March 2 
and then adjourned until March 29. On that 
date he pled guilty to aggravated stalking 
and the domestic violence charge was 
dismissed. Sentencing was set for April 
18 and then adjourned to May 16 and then 
to May 26. Wayne County Circuit Court 
Judge Bruce Morrow sentenced him to 12 
months in the Wayne County Jail starting 
May 26 and credited him with 247 days of 
time served. He also was sentenced to five 
years of probation starting May 26. 

Larohn Rashad Moore 

Larohn Rashad Moore, 20, of Ypsilanti, 
had his live preliminary exam set for Dec. 
15 on charges of receiving and concealing 
a stolen motor vehicle and unlawful 
driving away of an auto on Jan. 6, 2021 
in Van Buren Township. The day before 
the exam, the complaining witness called 
the court and said she had surgery, was 
still in the hospital, and wouldn’t be able 
to testify. Judge Martin adjourned the live 
preliminary exam until Feb. 2. 

On Feb. 2, the first charge was reduced 
to a lesser charge and he pled guilty and 
was fined $845. The second charge was 
dismissed on a motion of the prosecuting 
attorney. 

Wendell Lee Maddox, III 

Wendell Lee Maddox, II, 22, of Sumpter 
Township was present for his probable 
cause conference on Sept. 29 and his live 
preliminary exam on Nov. 10 on charges 
of assault to do great bodily harm less than 


murder and aggravated assault on June 23 
in Van Buren Township. Bond was set at 
$5,000/10% and it was posted. 

Before the live exam started on Nov. 10, 
Maddox said he wished to waive his exam 
and Judge Martin bound the case over to 
circuit court for an arraignment on the 
information on Nov. 24, which was reset by 
the court to Dec. 17. A calendar conference 
was set for Jan. 7 and a final conference 
for March 3, changed to April 14 and then 
moved to May 5 by the court. 

On May 5, his pretrial was set for May 31 
and a jury trial for July 25. 

Norman Avery 
Verdell James Jackson 
Charles Jamail Snell 

Co-defendants Norman Avery, 63; Verdell 
James Jackson, 55; and Charles Jamail 
Snell, 39, all of Detroit, had their probable 
cause conferences adjourned to Oct. 13. 
Avery was not present for the court session 
on Sept. 29, and so was yet to be arraigned. 
The defense attorney for Snell asked Judge 
Martin to dismiss the charges since paper 
discovery is yet to be provided. Judge 
Martin rejected the motion and adjourned 
the probable cause conference. 

They are charged by the U.S. Postal 
Inspection Service with a variety of the 
following charges that include identity 
theft, uttering and publishing, forging of 
driver’s licenses to commit crimes, and 
receiving and concealing stolen property 
on March 14, 2018. 

On Oct. 13 the prosecutor made a motion 
to dismiss the charges and Judge Oakley 
approved the motion. Avery still was not 
present for the proceedings. 

Amy Dawn Gilliam 

Amy Dawn Gilliam, 45, of Sumpter 
Township was present for her probable 
cause conference from the Wayne County 
Jail on Sept. 29. She was charged with 
assault with intent to do great bodily harm 
less than murder and domestic violence on 
Feb. 17, 2021 in Sumpter Township. Her 
personal bond had been set at $10,000 and 
release only with a tether. 

Gilliam’s preliminary exam was set for 
Nov. 10 and then adjourned until Jan. 26. 
On Jan. 26, a plea hearing was held before 
Judge Martin and the original charge of 
assault with intent to do great physical 
harm less than murder was dismissed and 
Gilliam pled guilty to a reduced charge of 
aggravated assault. She also pled guilty 
to domestic violence. A fine of $645 
was assessed and an order of probation 
generated. 

The sentence included psychiatric 
treatment and counseling, cannot return 
to a home in the 45000 block of Harris 
Rd., shall not purchase/possess/consume 
alcoholic beverages or controlled or mood- 
altering substances without the judge’s 
approval, and random tests as directed by 
the probation department.

We would suggest it’s a lack of 
interest in what citizens have to say about 
what’s going on with the environment in 
Van Buren Township. The next meeting is 
set for July 20. We’ll see.

COVID-19 deaths 
remain at 132 for 48111 
residents as of Monday 


The Wayne County Health Department 
announced the percentage of people in 
each municipality who have positive tests 
for COVID-19 as of June 13. The deaths 
on June 13 remained at 132 for 48111, the 
same as June 6. 

The positive tests for COVID-19 in 48111 
rose to 9,796 on Monday, June 13, up from 
9,708 on Monday, June 6. 

On Monday, June 13, the separate case 
totals released by the Health Department 
for the tri-community were: Van Buren 
Township, 6,746 positive cases in a total 
population of 46,609, making 14.5%, 
with 88 deaths; City of Belleville, 1,092 
positive cases in a total population of 
3,898, making 27.4%, with 13 deaths; and 
Sumpter Township 1,958 positive cases 
in a population of 13,354, making 14.7%, 
with 31 deaths.

Things are getting 
better, not worse 


To the editor: 

If one were to peruse the variety of news 
media options available today, they might 
get the sense that we are losing our minds 
as a society. One cannot help but hear of 
war, homicide, and what seems to be a 
general breakdown of the society we live 
in. Algorithms used by these media outlets 
make sure that if something caught our eye 
even for a second, such as a news story 
about some horrific event, you will be sure 
to see other such related events populating 
your news feed, further solidifying your 
worst fears. 

In our own community we have heard 
of children bringing weapons to school, a 
massive drug bust and browsing the latest 
court cases could make anyone ask if the 
world is on a downward spiral. Serious as 
these issues are, would it be inappropriate 
to mention the notion of progress? 

Are things truly as bad as many of us feel 
they are? Should we long for a simpler time 
when the world seemed more peaceful, 
clean, and safe? As Franklin Adams put it, 
“Nothing is more responsible for the good 
old days than a bad memory.” Starting with 
homicide in the United States which sat at 
about 10 people per 100,000 individuals in 
1990 is now about 5.4 people per 100,000 as 
of 2019. The past was not a more peaceful 
in terms of war either with the total number 
of war deaths down substantially since 
1946. While we are all dismayed over the 
war in Ukraine it is important to note that 
the international condemnation of such an 
act of conquest is another sign of progress 
as this event would have been par for the 
course 150 years ago when the right of 
territorial integrity was almost unheard of. 
Poverty has seen a sharp decline as well 
with 1.9 billion people in extreme poverty 
as of 1990. This number has dropped to 650 
million people in 2018. Air pollution has 
dropped 62% since 1970. Life expectancy 
has also seen an increase from about 48 
years in 1900 to 78 years in 2020. What 
about the children? Today missing children 
reports are down 40% from 1997 with less 


than 1% of abductions being perpetrated 
by a stranger, child mortality rates have 
fallen by almost half and even the chances 
of a child being hit by a vehicle have fallen 
dramatically. 

There is much more to say on the metrics 
of progress, but I will not go on. Where 
has all the good news been? Bad news 
usually happens in an instant, but measures 
of progress take time to notice. Are there 
still issues we need to solve? Yes. Are we 
seeing regression in some areas of life and 
society? Certainly, but progress is possible, 
even probable. If it bleeds it leads, and if we 
let ourselves get caught in the media cycle, 
we will not notice that in the background, 
almost imperceptibly and on many fronts, 
progress is being made.

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Michigan Supreme Court orders 
June 20 as Juneteeth court holiday 


On June 1, a Michigan Supreme Court 
order added Juneteenth to the official list 
of court holidays specified in court rules. 
Adoption of this rule conforms with federal 
policy making Juneteenth a legal holiday, 
and many jurisdictions nationwide have 
already taken similar action. 

Since Juneteenth is a specific day, courts 
will treat the holiday like similar holidays 
that might fall on a weekend by making 
the Friday before or the Monday after the 
observed date. This year, for example, 
since June 19 falls on a Sunday, the court 
holiday would be observed on Monday, 
June 20. 

“Juneteenth is an event of profound 
importance in the history of our nation, 
and mandatory observance of this holiday 
by courts statewide sends a message 
that Michigan’s judiciary values the life 
experiences of all who seek justice,” said 
Tom Boyd, State Court Administrator. 

“We appreciate the speedy work of judges 
and court administrators to implement the 
holiday and to inform all stakeholders.” 

The proposal to make Juneteenth an 
official court holiday was published for 
comment last fall and the public was able 
to comment through the most recent public 
hearing on May 18. Providing opportunity 
for public comment resulted in extensive 
input (more than 50 comments) but limited 
time for Michigan courts to prepare for the

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VBT planners hear two comments at Sumpter Corridor public hearing

A neighbor on Cheney Street and a 
longtime farmer with 40 acres on Sumpter 
Road were the only two property owners to 
speak at the May 25 public hearing on the 
Sumpter Road Corridor Plan before the Van 
Buren Township Planning Commission. 

The Cheney Street resident said she had 
lived next to a shallow-lot, commercial 
property “forever” and the C zoning 
(local business) limits its use. If the 
township changes it to mixed use zoning, 
as proposed, “My protection is gone,” she 
said. 

“Noise travels and light invades, like from 
the Citgo gas station since they upgraded,” 
she said. 

She said the plan was supposed to keep 
the south end of Van Buren Township rural 
but the way they have it the southwest and 
southeast corners at Hull and Sumpter 
would be commercial. 

“Sumpter Road will look like Belleville 
Road,” she said. “I urge you to keep C 
zoning on shallow parcels,” she said. 

Edward Berger said he owns 40 acres on 
the west side of Sumpter Road and he had 
a problem with reviewing the 75 pages of 
the Sumpter Road Corridor Plan and would 
like to request a paper copy. 

Later Commissioner Jeff Jahr asked Dan 
Power, director of planning and economic 
development, to provide Berger with a 
paper copy and Power said he would after 
the meeting and he did. 

Berger said he had two hours of heart 
surgery two days earlier, but he felt it was 
important to come to the hearing to keep 
track of what they are doing. 


He had concerns about roadside drainage 
along Sumpter Road which has been bad 
since he was a kid and he tracked muskrats 
on the west side. He said the drain on the 
east side is virtually gone. 

Berger said it has been referred to as 
prime farmland, but, “not in Van Buren 
Township on the south end of Belleville.” 

“Things have changed,” he said. This 
“prime farmland”? being protected from 
development with their plan, “goes against 
the grain with me.” He said corn and beans 
is what is grown along there. 

“Truck farming is gone,” he said, noting 
people are not taking produce to markets 
in Detroit any more. He said there are 
minimal public services in that area, 
including sewer, water, and police. 

He said baled hay is stolen out of barns at 
night and tools are stolen while farmers are 
out working in the field. Insurance doesn’t 
pay the value of what is taken and then the 
insurance company raises the rates. 

He said as far as the “low density” claim, 
farmers can no longer run a tractor on the 
road because it’s not safe. He said from 
Bemis to Hull vehicles go very, very fast. 

He said the crosshatching on the plan is 
on the east side of Sumpter Road and not 
the west side and he’d like to know why. 
He said his land could be put to more 
residential use. 

There were no other comments at the 
16-minute public hearing. 

Director Power explained that the 
Sumpter Road Corridor Plan had gone 
through the 42-day review period and the 
public hearing was called for after that. 
“There’s still work to be done,” Power 
said. “We’re still plugging away.” He said 
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they will consider the comments that night 
and he would like the commission to hold 
off on its final recommendation until they 
are done. There is minor formatting of 
the plan to be done, such as calling them 
“frontage” lots rather than “shallow.” 

Power explained the hatch lines on the 
plan are recommended, not required. He 
said the plan will be revisited at a future 
meeting. 

Commissioner Jahr said he has read all 
the written comments by the two speaking 
that evening, along with more than 30 
printed pages of public comment that came 
in from the beginning. 

“T read them all again today and as they 
came in,” Jahr said. “Your messages were 
received.” 

Commissioner Brian Cullin said he is the 
third generation of his family in Belleville. 

“Sumpter Road will develop and if we 
don’t have a plan, it could go any way,” 
Cullin said. “We have to be careful ... We 
have to be concerned with the traffic and 
take care of the residents who are living 
there.” 

Commission chairman Bryon Kelley said 
there will be no action tonight. 

“Our main goal is that we don’t create 
something miserable,” Kelley said. 

Power said they are working on the 
Sumpter Road Mixed Use Zoning District 
and the Sumpter Road Overlay District 
that would implement the Corridor Plan. 
He said these districts are a big document 
and were discussed March 23 and April 13 
by the commission and will be again in the 
future. 

Jahr said this project started in late April 
2021, so they have been working on it for 
over a year.

Martha Washington Cake 


This is the recipe for the Martha 
Washington Cake described in last week’s 
Extra Things I Know column. Readers 
have asked for us to print the recipe. 


1 cup shortening 
2 cups sugar 
4 eggs, separated 
3 cups sifted flour 
2 tsps. baking power 
O tsp. salt 
1 cup milk 
1 tsp. vanilla extract 
Cream filling 

Cream shortening and sugar thoroughly. 
Add egg yolks; beat well. Sift together 
flour, baking powder and salt. Add to 
creamed mixture alternately with milk; 
beat until smooth. Add vanilla. Beat egg 
whites until stiff but not dry. Fold into 
batter. Turn into three waxed-paper-lined 
8-inch round pans. Bake at 350 degrees 
F. for 30 minutes. Cool. Fill with chilled 
cream filling. Yield: one 8-inch layer cake. 

Cream filling: In top of double boiler 

combine 6 tablespoons flour, 4% cup sugar 
and 4 teaspoon salt; mix well. Slowly stir 
in 2 cups scalded milk. Cook, stirring, over 
hot water for 20 minutes. Add a little of the 
hot mixture to two slightly beaten eggs,

to start construction of their project in the most 
expeditious way possible. 

“We appreciate the township’s cooperation 
and patience on this project and hope to develop 
this site into a successful business that will be an
